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ADeadUndertaker Came To Life

In the beautiful little city of 
, there was a home filled 
with sorrow. The mother had been 
called away by the Lord, leaving 
a grief-torn family and many sor- 
— friends who loved her dear- 
y. 

Through the radio in this home, 
the Lord had spoken to their 
hearts and in the hour of their 
distress they requested me to come 
and conduct the funeral service — 
the invitation coming through a 
relative who was a close friend of 
mine. 


A cold rain was falling on the 
day of the funeral, and the road 
to the cemetery was not paved. 
Because of the deep mud _on the 
road I- decided to leave my car in 


' the town; and so I asked permis- 


sion of the undertaker to ride with 
him in the hearse to the ceme- 
tery. This request he readily 
granted. 


As we drove slowly through the 
mire, I said to him — he was a 
young man of about thirty, “What 
do you suppose the Bible means 
by saying, ‘Let the dead bury their 
dead’ (Matt, 8:22). 

“There isn’t any Scripture like 
that in the Bible,’’ he very prompt- 
ly replied.” 

“Yes, there is,”’ I assured him. 

“Well,” he answered, “it must be 
a wrong translation, because it 
doesn’t make any sense. How 
could a dead person bury a dead 
person ?”’ 

“No, it is not a wrong transla- 
tion,” I said. “These words were 
spoken by the Lord Himself. He 
always spoke words of truth, and 
did not play with the feelings nor 
‘the imaginations of His hearers.” 


* The young undertaker flipped the 
cigarette he was smoking out of 
the window, and said, 


“Do you Know anything about

me, doctor? Has anyone told you 
about my life?” 

“No,” I replied, “Why do you 
ask?” 

“Because I have been *purying 
many people lately, and it has 
caused me-to think about my own 
case. Last night after supper, I 
got out the Bible and read until 
two o’clock this morning, trying to 
find out how to become a Chris- 
tian.”

“Did you find out how to be 
one?” I inquired. 

“No,” he said, “when I -finished 
I was just as much in the dark 
as before; but tell me, what did 
Jesus mean by those words?” 


The peculiar passage was so 
suited to this man’s mind, that it 
was an easy matter now to tell 
him about the Saviour. I said to 
him: “You are a dead undertaker 
in the front of this hearse, driving 
out to the-cemetery to bury the 
dead friend in the back of the 
hearse. That friend is dead to her 
family, and you dead to God. She 
does not respond to their caresses, 
their calls, their commands; neither 
do. you respond to the call and the 
love of God,” 


“You are right about that,” he 
said; “I cannot find God, I cannot 
talk to Him, for I do not know 


Him. Christ is right; I certainly 
need some kind of a change in my 
life to make me a real Christian.”’ 

The auto was moving slowly, for 
the road was difficult, and we had 
plenty of time for conversation. 
Opening my Bible, I read to him 
John 10:10—‘“I am come that 
they might have life, and that they 
might have it more abundantly.” 
Explaining the verse, I asserted 
that Christ Jesus had come to give 
the dead sinner — dead in his 
trespasses and sins — the gift of 
eternal life. This life is the life 
that is in the heart of the Lord 
Himself. It is a new nature im- 
parted to the soul, so that the per- 
son naturally lives a godly life and 
loves the One who gave him the 
life.

Yesterday morning (Monday) 
we came to the office a little late, 
rejoicing over the blessings of Sun- 
day, souls saved, additions to the 
church and happy fellowship and 
yet deeply burdened. Waiting for 
me was a young married woman 
who had been crying. She said, 
“Brother Rice, can you talk to 
my husband?” When I answered

She felt she had not sought 
first the kingdom of God, had not 
laid. her treasure up in Heaven as 
much as she ought. She said, “I 
know I am a Christian but I have 
lost my temper at home many 
times.”’ At home they talked about 
it and the husband’s conviction 
grew deeper and deeper. They read 
the Bible and at 2:00 o’clock in 
the morning the matter was yet 
not settled. Monday morning he 
went to work but was so distressed 
in mind that he went back home 
and said, “Get your glad rags on, 
we are going somewhere!”

I am thinking especially of two 


. or three things in connection with 


this topic. First, is baptism es- 


' sential to salvation? A great many 


people think ,it is, but I want to 
let the Word of God answer that 

And then if we-find that it 
is not essential to salvation, anoth- 
er question arises: why, then, bap- 
tize at all? In the next place I am 
thinking of a slightly different 
question: has water baptism any 
place at all in this present dispen- 
sation of the grace of God or has 
it been done away with altogeth- 
er? If not, just what place does 
it ve? 

I am going to ask you to notice 
one verse which I want to use, 
mot exactly as a text, but as a 
starting point, I Corinthians 1:17: 
“Christ sent me not to baptize, 
but to preach the gospel: not with 


d

wisdom of words, lest the cross of 
Christ should be made of none ef- 


fect.” You will notice the very 
definite statement, “Christ sent me 
not to baptize, but to preach the 
gospel.” Now I submit in the very 
beginning of this discussion that 
if baptism is really a part of the 
Gospel, it is quite unthinkable that 
the apostle raul should have used 
this language regarding it. Cer- 
tainly if baptism is really part of 
the Gospel, (and we are saved you 
know by obedience to the Gospel), 
if it is necessary that we be bap- 
tized in water in order to be saved, 
in order to insure our eternal se- 
curity with Christ in glory, it is 
unthinkable that the great apostle 
to the Gentiles, whose one object 
was. to win as many souls as he 
possibly could to a saving knowl- 
edge of Christ, should actually say 
that Christ did not send him to 
baptize but to preach the Gospel. 
You must distinguish in this verse 
between that which saves and that 
which at best has certainly a sec- 
ondary place.

thorities, seeing nothing but dis- 
grace ahead of him, was about to 


kill himself when the apostle Paul 
cried, “Do thyself no harm: for 
we are all here” (Acts 16:28). 
The man’s conscience was reached, 
he was laid hold of by the Holy 
Spirit, broken down before God, 
and deeply exercised about his sin- 
fulness. He called for a light and 
sprang into where the prisoners 
were and falling down trembling 
before them he put the question, 
“Sirs, what must I do to be 
saved?” I submit that if ordinanc- 
es had anything to do with salva- 
tion, that was the time to speak 
of them. If people are saved by 
baptism or by partaking of the 
Lord’s Supper or if there is any 
other sacramental observance that 
has to do with salvation, that was 
the time to insist upon it. Here 
was &@ man in great earnestness 
and deep anxiety, he wanted to be 
Saved, he wanted exact informa- 
tiom Surely an. inspired apostle 
would not trifle with such-an_one 
by only giving him a part of the 
gospel. If you are. one who believes 
that ordinances have saving value, 
either alone or connected with 
faith, let me ask you if some one 
comes to you with the question, 
“What must I do to be saved?” 
what would you tell him? Think 
seriously, what would you say to | 
the man who came to you and | 
said, “I am in deep distress about | 
my soul, I want to be saved, I) 
want to know that I am right with | 
God, what must I do?” What) 
would you tell him? What did the | 
apostle Paul tell him? Without a 
moment’s hesitation, without beat- | 
ing about the bush he came direct- | 
ly to the point, and said, “Believe | 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and) 
thou shalt be saved’’ (Acts 16:31). | 
“Oh,” says somebody, “but un- 
doubtedly he must have added 
a great deal to that, he must have 
given him much additional infor- 
mation, he could not have left it 
there.” What right have you to 
say that? We read, “Add thou 
not unto His words, lest He re- 
prove thee, and thou be found a 
liar” (Prov. 30:6). I do not know, 
you do not know what else the 
apostle may have added but what 
the Holy Ghost has told us in that 
he said, “Believe on the Lord Je- 
sus Christ and thou shalt be saved.”’ 
Notice what he said and what he 
did not say. He said, “Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ.” He did 
not say, “Believe about the Lord 
Jesus Christ.” There.are many 
people today who believe a great 
many historical facts about the 
Lord Jesus Christ, they believe in 
His ability to save, they believe 
in His willingness to save, they 
believe that He has saved thou- 
sands of others; but it is possible 
to believe all these facts about the 
Lord Jesus Christ and not be 
saved. The apostle’s word is, “Be- 
lieve in (or on) the Lord Jesus

Christ and thou shalt be saved.” 

What is it to believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ? It is to put your 
heart’s trust in Him, to put your 
confidence in Him. A lady was 
in deep trouble about her soul. It 
happened that she was a college 
bred young woman who had given 
some time to the study of Greek. 
She was reading through the Greek 
New Testament and had come to 
the early chapters of the gospel of 
John. She was in great distress 
about her soul, she wanted peace 
with God, and though she had 
talked with a number of Chris- 
tian workers, there were questions 
in her mind that had never been 
answered. She was not clear about 
the way of life. Reading in: the 
third chapter she came to that 
wonderful portion which Martin 
Luther called the “Miniature Bi- 
ble,”’ the verse you all know so 
well, John 3:16: “For God so loved 
the world, that He gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in Him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” She 
looked at the Greek word for “be- 
lieveth” and she knew it was trans- 
lated that way but she stopped and 
said to herself, “Wait a minute, lI 
have seen that word just a little 
bit before. Where did I see it?” 
And her eye ran back through the 
chapter but she did not find it 
there so she went back to the sec- 
ond chapter and came to this verse, 
“Now when Jesus was in Jeru- 
salem at the passover, in the feast 
day, many believed on his name, 
when they saw the miracles which 
he did” (John 2:23). They believed 
in Him as a miracle worker but 
that does not save sinners, it is 
trusting Him as the only bégotten 
Son of God that saves sinners. But 
she read on, “But Jesus did not” 
— and there she found exactly that 
same word only she knew it was 
not translated “believeth” in the 
English Bible— “commit Himself 
unto them, because He knew all 
men, and needed not that any 
should testify of men; for He knew 
what was in man.” She said to 
herself, ‘““That is remarkable, there 
is exactly the same Greek word 
rendered ‘commit’ that in chapter 
3:16 is translated ‘believeth.’ ”’ And 
in a moment the truth of the Gos- 
pel burst upon her soul. Jesus did 
not commit Himself unto them be- 
cause He knew they were not 
genuine, because He knew they 
could not be trusted; but “he that 
committeth himself unto the Son 
of God hath everlasting life.”’ “Oh,”’ 
she said, “He can be trusted. Now 
I see it. I am just to hand myself 
over to Him,” and she passed from 
death unto life. All down through 
the Christian centuries myriads, 
yea, millions of poor sinners have 
ventured their all upon that word 
of the apostle, “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt 
be saved,” and they have found sal- 
vation, life, peace, and the joy that 
comes from a purged conscience 
and the knowledge of sins put 
away. 

Let us consider another passage. 
Our Lord links baptism with be- 
lieving. In the last chapter of 
Mark’s gospel He gives His great 
commission to His apostles and 
sends them out unto the Gentile 
world. I wish you would notice 
particularly that they were sent 
unto the Gentile world to which 
you and I belong, not the Jews, as 
some ultra-dispensationalists tell 
us today. He said unto them, “Go 
ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature.” And 
then He aaaed, “He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved; 
but he that believeth not shall be 
damned.” Observe, He does not 
say, “He that is not baptized shall 
be damned,” He says, “He that 
believeth not,” because after all, 
it is through believing that we are 
Saved. 


What place then does baptism 
have? It is the outward acknowl- 


edgement of our salvation, and 
clearly enough in apostolic days it 
You find it 


But somebody says, “That is only 
when they are dealing with Jews.” 
Let us turn to that part of the 
book of Acts where we read of the 
Word of God going into Corinth. 
Paul wrote to these Corinthians, 
you remember, and said that he 
Was very glad he had baptized 
none of them except Crispus and 
Gaius and the household of Ste- 
phanas. But that does not mean 
that he neglected baptism for in 
the eighteenth chapter of Acts 
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where we get the account of his 
visit to Corinth, we read in verse 
seven, “And he departed thence, 
and entered into a certain man’s 
house, named Justus, one that wor- 
shipped God, whose house joined 
hard to the synagogue. And Cris- 
pus, the chief ruler of the syna- 
gogue, believed on the Lord with 
all his house.’’ Crispus is one of 
the men that Paul baptized. It 
must have been a great victory 
when that chief ruler of the syna- 
gogue believed, for the synagogue, 
you know, was at enmity with the 
Gospel, and so I am sure Paul 
found great joy in baptizing Cris- 
pus. “And many of the Corinthians 
hearing believed, and were bap- 
tized,” not baptized in order to 
save their souls but baptized be- 
cause they had believed in the 
Lord Jesus Christ as their Saviour. 
Their baptism was the frank, open 
confession of their new relation- 
ship. They had taken Him as Sav- 
iour and Lord and they acknowl- 
edged that in their baptism. 


Why did Paul seem in some sense 
to make light of this as though he 
almost ignored Christian baptism? 
If we read carefully the first chap- 
ter of Corinthians, we will see what 
was in his mind. These Corin- 
thians were becoming factional, 
sectarian; the assembly at Cor- 
inth had not been divided into dif- 
ferent denominations as we are to- 
day, but there were factions with- 
in the one church there and they 
were making a great deal of spe- 
cial leaders. Paul says, “Ye are 
yet carnal... 
for while one saith, I am-‘of Paul; 
and another, I am of Apollos; are 
ye not carnal?” They said, “I am 
of Paul; and I am of Apollos; and 
I of Cephas; and I of Christ,” and 
he feels then they are acting like 
babes and not like matured believ- 
ers. It is just baby talk when you 
find Christians making a great 
deal of leaders. Who are these 
leaders? Simply ministers given 
by God to the whole Church and 
we are not to single out certain 
ones and say, “I am of this one 
or I am of that one.” Neither must 
Christ’s name be made the head of 
a party. It was just as bad to say, 
“T am of Christ,” as though put- 
ting others in a different group al- 
together, as it was to say, “I am of 
Paul, or of Cephas or of Apollos.” 
Some were Saying, “I like an 
earnest exhorter, I am of Peter.” 
And others, “Well, give me Apollos, 
an eloguent man and mighty in 
the Scripture. I like a flaming 
evangelist.” Some said, “I pre- 
fer a teacher like Paul.” . Still 
others said, “You can have your 
Paul, your Apollos, your Cephas, 
I am satisfied without these. I am 
of Christ and the rest of you are 
not.” This is carnality, he says, 
and he adds, “I thank God that 
I baptized none of you, but Cris- 
pus and Gaius .. . also the house- 
hold of Stephanas lest any should 
say that I had baptized in mine 
own name.” 

The danger was that if Paul 
had done the baptizing, a certain 
group would go strutting around 
and saying, “I am of Paul, he bap- 
tized me, I have the real thing, 
I was baptized by the great aspos- 
tle to the Gentiles.” He did not 
always do the baptizing therefore, 
but others who were with him did. 
He did not ignore it but if people 
would make parties, he was glad 
he could say that he had not bap- 
tized many of them. He could not 
condone this factionalism, this sec- 
tionalism in the Church of God, 
but that he did not refuse baptism 
is clear because he says here, 
“Were you baptized in the name of 
Paul?” and then shows that the 
one great unifying name is the 
name of Jesus for it is in the name 
of the Lord Jesus Christ that we 
are baptized, and we are to own 
Him as Lord of all, | 

But somebody says, “Just what 
place does it have? If we are 
saved by grace alone, what more 
is there?” It is a picture, a won 
derful picture, God’s picture of 
death and burial and resurrection 
with His blessed Son. “Oh,” you 
say, “then you think that nobody 
has been buried and raised with 
Christ unless he has been baptized 
according to some particular 
form?” No, we believe that all 
Christians are identified with 
Christ in His death, His burial, and 
His resurrection but we also be- 
lieve that in baptism we have a 
wonderful picture of it all. It is 
the Gospel acted out. I can re- 
member when I ignored baptism. 
I thought I was wiser and more 


and walk as men, | 


spiritual than those who practiced 
it and for six and one-half years 
after I was converted I refused to 
submit to baptism. But I stood 
one day watching a little group 
as they were baptized in a river 
out in California and though me 
heart was opposed at first, as 

saw that quiet service, I said to 
myself, “This is apostolic, that is 
what they did in Bible times. Why 
should I fight against it?” I went 
home and took down my Bible and 
my concordance and turned to the 
words “baptize” and “baptizing”

This Saviour is on the throne wait- 
ing to give you this life the mo- 
ment you believe in Him and trust 
the work that He did for you at 
Calvary when He died for your 
sins.”’ 

“Tl take Him,” he said: “I nev- 


'er did know ‘what the Saviour did 


when He died, nor why He did 
it. It never entered my mind that 
it was for me. Of course it must 
have been for me, for I know there 
is no other Saviour ard no one 
that even claims to be. He must 
have suffered for my sins and I 


| believe it.”’ 


We arrived at the cemetery with 
a live undertaker, though we had 
started on the journey with a dead 
one. He who was “dead in tres- 
passes and sins’ (Eph. 2:1) was 
now alive in Christ, having trusted 
Him who gave His life for his sal- 
vation. We returned to the city 
after the burial, and along the slow 
journey home I had the privilege 
of telling him further of God's 
imputed righteousness, the divine 
gift of pardon, and the blessed 
forgiveness in grace which is made 
possible by the shed blood of the 
Saviour. ' 

Examine your own heart, my 
friend, and see whether you, too, 
are “dead” in pleasure and in sins. 
Christ will give you “life” if you 
come to Him by faith and trust in 
Him for your soul’s salvation.

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My friend said, “Turn around.” 
When I had come up to the lobby, 
I had not noticed what was at the 
other end. I turned about and there 
was that great painting of the 
crucified Christ — my Saviour, 
depicted hanging on that tree. 
“Oh,” I said, “I see it, ‘To Him 
give all the prophets witness, that 
through His name whosoever be- 
lieveth in Him shall receive remis- 
sion of sins.’” Do not add any- 
thing to that, it is not necessary. 
Salvation is settled and secure the 
moment you trust in Jesus. 


Now notice, “While Peter yet 
spake these words, the Holy Ghost 
fell on all them which heard the 
word. And they of the circum- 
cision which believed were aston- 
ished .- because that on the 
Gentiles also was poured out the 
gift of the Holy Spirit. For they 
heard them speak with tongues, 
and magnify God. (These were 
the same miraculous signs that 
took place on Pentecost.) Then 
answered Peter, Can any man for- 
bid water, that these should not 
be baptized, which have received 
the Holy Ghost as well as wé? 
And he commanded them to be 
baptized in the name of the Lord 
Jesus’ (Acts 10:44-48). You may 
say, “But are you sure it was the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost that 
they received?” Yes, listen to 
Peter telling the story when he 
gets back to Jerusalem. Chapter 
II, verses 15 to 17, “As 1 began 
to speak, the Holy Ghost fell on 
them, as on us at the begginning. 
Then remembered I the word of 
the Lord, how that He said, John 
indeed baptized with water; but 
ye shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost. Forasmuch then as God 
gave them the like gift as He did 
unto us, who believed on the Lord 
Jesus Christ: what was I, that I 
could withstand God?” Baptism 
in water is a privilege, a precious 
privilege granted to those who al- 
ready believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ as their own personal Sav- 
iour. It is not superseded by the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit, other- 
wise it was folly to baptize this 
Gentile group of converts to Christ. 

Let us turn particularly now to 
two other Scriptures which I want 
you to notice briefly. In one of 
them we have a baptized man lost 
and in the other we have an wun- 
baptized man saved. Who was the 
baptized man who was lost? In 
the eighth chapter of Acts we read 
of Philip going to Samaria and 
preaching Christ. There was a 
great man there, great in his own 
estimation and great in the esti- 
mation of some of the ignorant 
people; his name was Simon. He 
heard the Word and intellectually 
believed and was baptized with the 
rest but when Peter came down 
and laid his hands on those young 
converts and the Spirit in great 
power fell on them, Simon stood 
looking on and the desire to be 
somebody took possession of him 
and he said, “I will give you money 
if you will give me the power you 
have,” and Peter said, ‘““‘The money 
perish with thee, because thou hast 
thought that the gift of God may 
be purchased with money... thou 
art in the gall of bitterness, and 
in the bond of iniquity.” He was 
a baptized professor and yet was 
a lost man. Baptism has nothing 
to do with saving a poor sinner. 
It regenerates no one, it is only 
an outward sign of allegiance to 
Christ. Here the baptized man was 
unreal. 

On the other hand, let me take 
you to Calvary. There hangs a 
man nailed to a cross beside the 
blessed One on the center cross. 
That dying robber’s feet are nailed 
to the tree, he can take no step: 
his hands are nailed to the tree, 
he can do no work. But the Spir- 
it of God convicts him and he 
recognizes in the Holy Sufferer on 
that central cross the divine King 
of the Ages and says, “Lord, re- 
member me when thou comest in- 
to thy kingdom” (Luke 23:43), 
and Jesus said to him, “Today shalt 
thou be with me in paradise.’ The 
thief could not be baptized and 
Jesus does not say anything about 


an ordinance but He takes that: 


man on confession of his personal 
faith in Him and says, “That set- 
tles everything, you will be with 
me in paradise.” If you are say- 
ing, “Oh, that I knew my sins 
were put away, oh that I knew 
that my soul was saved! I am 
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willing to be baptized, I am will- 
ing to do anything if I can only. 
blot out my sin,” let me assure 
you on the authority of God's 
Word, there is nothing left for you ' 
to do. Jesus died and did it all, 
long long ago and all that remains 
now is that you come to Him as 
a repentant sinner and put your 
heart’s trust in Him as your own 
personal Saviour. You will be 
saved for eternity. And then if 
the Lord shows you that it is His 
will for you to be baptized I am 
sure you will be glad to do it. That 
is a question of loving obedience 
to the Word of the One who re- 
deemed you. 


Is baptism essential? Essential 
to what? Essential to salvation? 
No. Only one thing is essential to 
salvation and that is personal faith 
in the Lord Jesus. But it is es- 
sential to obedience. Ag a believer 
you want to be obedient you want 
to glorify the Lord Jesus Christ, 
do you not? Then trust Him and 
obey Him as you go on through 
life. ‘“‘Whatsoever He saith unto 
you, do it.” He commanded His 
disciples to baptize. He has never 
repealed this. To set His words 
aside is a most serious thing. 
“Obedience is better than sacrifice 
and to hearken than the fat of 
rams.” —
